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Ex-Residents Tell about Early 
Days Living in Springhill Lake

Picture a community that was 
close-knit, where fathers went 
off to work and in the evening 
to graduate or law schools and 
mothers stayed home with the 
children. Facilities were within 
walking distance, an elementary 
school, a junior high school, a 
_ grocery store, pharmacy, and a 
pizza parlor so that families 
could make do with the one car 
needed ‘by the father. An obste- 
trician and pediatrician lived in 
the community. 

For the children there was a 
staffed center, called the Com- 
munity House, where they could 
learn things like archery, fencing, 
arts and crafts, and how to play 
the guitar. There were swim- 
ming pools and a ballfield which 
was laid out by the fathers, also 
Boy and Girl Scout troops, Cubs 
and Brownies and a nursery 
school for the younger children. 

When baseball season opened, 
the children, wearing their uni- 
forms, marched throughout the 
community. 

In the evenings their parents 
had dances in the Community 
House and pool parties. 

An attractive, landscaped 
community, clean and well kept 
became a real home to residents 
and their sense of community 
developed. 

Sounds a lot like Greenbelt, 
especially the old Greenbelt, 
doesn’t it? Well, it was 
Greenbelt — a new part added 
to the old Greenbelt in the ‘60s 


— the Springhill Lake apartment 
complex. 
Chautauqua 

A chautauqua, organized by 
the city’s Millennium Committee 
was presented at the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center on Satur- 
day, April 21. Moderator Jim 
Giese told about the construction 
of Springhill Lake and related 
some anecdotes about the origi- 
nal owners. A panel of former 
residents, Gil and Micki 
Weidenfeld, Marsha and Ray 
Krasnick, and Bernie McGee 
Giese and Joyce Chestnut, who 
has lived there for over 30 years, 
kept their audience wanting to 
know more. 

They told how they became 
organized as a PTA, wanting to 
be a part of their children’s 
school.. Bob McGee and Marsha 
Krasnick became PTA presidents. 
PTA meetings were very well at- 
tended and often it was standing 
room only. 

The fathers organized ball 
teams and laid out the ballfield 
near the school. It is no longer 
there. 

A Democratic Club was 
formed and the residents became 
politically active. They kept a 
record of who voted and called 
to remind those who didn’t. 
Campaign literature was hand-de- 
livered to all the apartments. 
Many worked long hours. When 
96 percent of voters there voted 
for Hubert Humphrey, they were 
sure he had won and were 
shocked to discover that others, 


outside their community, did not 
agree with them. They also had 
a large turnout for Jimmy Carter. 
Local politics also interested them 
and they helped elect Joel Katz 
and Gil Weidenfeld to City Coun- 
cil (Weidenfeld later becoming 
mayor). Minor skirmishes in- 
volving local candidates occurred 
and the panel seemed to enjoy 
the retelling of these. 

Panelists told of their first 
view of the apartment complex 
— how they felt immediately at 
home. They worked to keep the 
area clean and neat. There was 
so little crime that when the 
Krasnick’s son’s new bike was 


stolen and found on the porch of 


another resident, Marsha insisted 
that the residents be evicted. 
“We didn’t want any thieves,” she 
said. 


tually they were evicted. 

When there was a need for 
more space for growing families, 
many had to move, a lot of them 
to other parts of Greenbelt. 
Chestnut said she stayed and en- 
joyed living there. When she 
first came, her rent was $100-plus 
dollars per month. Now it is a 
thousand. 

Several had children who 
came back to Greenbelt to live, 
proving, they thought, that the 
Greenbelt way of life was impor- 
tant to them. 

Hanging on every word, those 
present asked many questions. 
When asked if African-Americans

Overall Crime Is Down in City 
But Crime against Persons Is Up

Overall, crime in Greenbelt 
was down for the second year in 
a row according to the Greenbelt 
Police Department Statistical Re- 
port for the year 2000. The total 
number of class I offenses (the 
more significant crimes) dropped 
in number by one percent. Last 
year, the drop was over eight per- 
cent. 

However, this year’s decrease 


was caused by fewer crimes 


against properties (burglaries, 
breaking and enterings, theft and 
auto theft) which were down over 
five percent. On the other hand, 
the crimes against persons, such 
as murder, rape, robberies and as- 
saults, were up by 34 percent 
with assaults increased by 16 per- 
cent and robberies up 33 percent. 
Only rapes were down with eight 
having been reported in 2000 as 
compared to 12 in 1999. 

There were three murders 
committed in 2000. In recent 
years, there has been an average 
of two murders committed each 
year. Two of the crimes took 
place in Springhill Lake on June 
| when a husband and wife were 
shot and killed in a dispute with 
their neighbor. The other oc- 
curred on September 19 when 


three juveniles attempted to rob a 
couple walking from_ the 
Greenbelt Metro Station on 
Greenbelt Metro Drive and the 
husband was stabbed and killed. 
In both cases, police arrested and 
charged persons with the crimes. 

While up, neither robberies or 
assaults reached the record highs 
previously achieved in the 1990’s. 
Burglaries and breaking and 
enterings were down by 13 per- 
cent to 158, the lowest number 
since 1996. At 903 crimes re- 
ported, thefts were the lowest in 
the past five years and down 
seven percent. However, auto 
thefts were up seven percent from 
the previous year and at 287 were 
more than in any of the past five 
years. 

Locations 

Of the five sectors of the city 
used for police crime statistics, 
the Springhill Lake sector re- 
ported the most crimes, 507 and 
the most crimes against persons, 
142. Also in Greenbelt West, the 
Beltway Plaza was third highest 
in total crimes and the highest for 
property crimes (theft), although 
Springhill Lake was a close sec- 
ond in this category. These areas 
had 2 slight decrease in crime 
over the previous year. 


Greenbelt East was the second 
highest police sector for crimes. 
However, this sector combines 
both large residential neighbor- 


hoods and a major shopping cen-. 


ter. The 93 crimes against per- 
sons was significantly below the 
142 that occured in Springhill 
Lake. The 362 property crimes 
in this sector brought total crimes 
reported to 455. The central sec- 
tor of Greenbelt, between 
Kenilworth Avenue and the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway was 
the sector in which the fewest 
crimes were reported—291 and 
50 fewer than in 1999. 
Arrests 

Enforcement actions of the po- 
lice department dropped signifi- 
cantly in 2000 as compared to 
1999. At 699, adult arrests were 
down by 16 percent. The 394 
juvenile arrests were four percent 
fewer than in 1999. Traffic sum- 
monses (1,753) were down |] 
percent and the number of park- 
ing tickets issued dropped by al- 
most ten percent to 1,126. 


Greenbelt police arrested 766. 


persons, of which 34 percent 
were city residents, 41 percent 
county residents, and 23 percent 
were from outside of Prince

Planning Board Discusses 
Critical Metroland Issues

Critical issues related to the 
proposed Metroland development 
were discussed at the April 18 
meeting of the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board. Matters related 
to transportation and the goal of 
creating a transit-oriented devel- 
Opment received most attention. 
Community Planner Terri Hruby 
outlined the issues and said that 
the Advisory Planning Board 
Should look at the plan and “de- 
cide what kind of development 
we should look for here.’ A pub- 
lic hearing on the plans, to be 
held by the Prince George’s 
County Planning Board, is tenta- 
tively scheduled for June 18. 

Hruby said the conceptual 
plan for the project recommends 
rezoning to Mixed Use Transit 
(MXT), the highest density 
mixed-use zoning category. It 
contains no restrictions on build- 
ing height. However, she said, it 
is anticipated that a development 
district overlay zone (DDOZ) will 
be applied to the MXT zoning to 
provide for some restrictions. 

In the group’s discussion of 
the proposed five-lane north-south 


connector road through the 
project, implications for the fu- 
ture of Cherrywood Lane and 
Breezewood Lane, environmental 
impacts, the proposed Beltway 
interchange and other transporta- 
tion issues were also considered. 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment Director Celia Craze 
noted that the transportation 
analysis has been “sketchy,” and 
said it contains a large number of 
assumptions about transit rider- 
ship. She said the board’s ob- 
servation that the local road net- 
work would be impacted is true, 
and noted that the sector plan 
does not analyze those issues. 
Board member Jim Drake stated 
his opinion that “Sunnyside pales 
beside what is going to happen 
here.” 
Classic Conflict 

Craze called the development 
“a Classic conflict between local 
and regional interests — between 
a program of smart growth and 
adequate public services.” 

The goal of making the devel- 
opment transit-reliant was dis- 
cussed at some length. Craze

3,000 Greenbelt Students 
Attend County Schools

More than 3,000 Greenbelt 
students attend Prince George’s 
County public schools, according 
to statistics based on this school 
year. Over 40 percent of those 
are elementary age students. An- 
other 12 percent go to middle 
school, with the remaining 37 
percent attending high school. 
The accompanying charts show 
figures for the schools that enroll 
the majority of Greenbelt stu- 
dents. 


Note that these school figures — 


are not the total enrollment for 
the school, but only for Greenbelt 
students. All of these schools 
have students coming from other 
neighborhoods. 
Elementary schools 

Forty percent of all Greenbelt 
elementary age students attend 
Springhill Lake Elementary — 
591 students. And this does not

include the 71 sixth graders who 
now attend Greenbelt Middle 
School to help alleviate over- 
crowding at Springhill Lake EI- 
ementary. Greenbelt Elementary 
School has 352 Greenbelt stu- 
dents, while Magnolia has 237 
Greenbelters, mainly those from 
Greenbelt East. 

Some students attend elemen- 
tary schools farther away due to 
their desire to attend a magnet 
program, such as one at 
Glenarden Woods Elementary 
School. Some Springhill Lake 
Apartment students are also still 
being bused to Oakcrest Elemen- 
tary for desegregation reasons. 
The high number of other el- 
ementary schools attended by 
Greenbelt children probably re- 
lates to the transfer of younger 
students to schools close to 
childcare facilities for before-and

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In a recent letter to the News 
Review, John Papp asks some in- 
teresting questions. As the ring- 
master of the Acme Miniature 
Circus, I feel compelled to give 
some interesting answers:

A: Nothing but joy, laughter, 
amazement, entertainment, edu- 
cation, and some thriftily priced 
flea circus memorabilia (avail- 
able at every show). 

One thing the community is 
not left with is fleas. The fleas 
I use in my show are highly 
trained and very rare and valu- 
able insects. Midge and Madge 
are my co-workers and my 
friends. It is a 100% ironclad 
guarantee of the Acme Miniature 
Circus that no one leaves the 
show with more fleas than they 
came in with.
